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May attempt to 
transplant liver 


Mrs. Dorothy Henderson, 32, 
of Alton, left by Lear Jet from 
Civic Memorial Airport 
Tuesday, bound for the 
University of Colorado. at 
Denver for a possible liver 
transplant. 

Mrs. Henderson is suffering 
from a rare, terminal disease 
called sclerosong cholongitis, 
an inflammation and blockage 
of the bile ducts, according to 
Dr. Alvin R. Brown, St. 
Elizabeth Hospital gastroen- 
terologist who arranged the 
surgery with university of- 
ficials. 


If the surgery is performed, 
Mrs. Henderson will be the 
second person in North America 
with her particular diagnosis to 
have the operation. The first 
transplant of this kind was done 
10 months ago and the patient is 
still living. 

Mrs. Henderson left on the 
flight in a specially equipped 
plane from St. Elizabeth 
Hospital where she has been 
under treatment for the past 
week and a half. 

Dr. Brown said the disease is 
a “very rare one’ and that it 
usually runs its course in two to 


eight years. Mrs. Henderson 
has had the disease for six 
years, he said, “and is begin- 
ning to go downhill.” 

Mrs. Henderson, mother of 
two children ages 8 and 12, said 
she is nervous but “anxious to 
go through with the operation.” 

She was taken to the airport 
from the hospital here by 
ambulance and was ac- 
companied on the flight by a 
registered nurse from the 
hospital, her father, Arthur 
Henderson, a sister and a 
nephew.

Whitsell also has a ‘copy of a 
letter from the Department of 
Public Aid telling him he could 
continue utilizing her part-time, 
but to continue to list her wages 
as “unauthorized.

permission to pay his wife from 
general assistance funds. 

A December 1974 letter from 
Public Aid informed Whitsell 
his request fortwo full-time 
employees and one part-time 
employee was denied because 
the workload indicated a need 
for only one full-time employee 
for general assistance, Hessler 
contended. 

He also has on file letters 
dated July 7, 1975, Oct. 27, 1976, 
Jan, 7, 1977, and April 21, 1977, 
which deny Whitsell permission 
to pay a part-time employee, he 
contends. 

Jan. 31, 1978, arletter was sent 
to Whitsell, notifying him he 
had five days to tell the trustees 
how he intended to repay the 
money or other action would be 
taken. ‘ 

Whitsell attended a Feb. 2 
budget meeting and told the 
trustees he was unaware of the 
letters saying he could not hire 
a part-time employee, and 
Whitsell said he did nof intend to 
,Fepay any part of the money, 
Hessler related 

Whitsell, who attended 
Tuesday night’s Pontoon Beach 
Village Board meeting, was not 
in the audience at the township 
meeting to address himself to 
the issue. 

The township board passed a 
resolution Tuesday night 
authorizing Supervisor Harold 
Davis to file suit against 
Whitsell in’ an attempt to 
recover the salaries. 

The text of that resolution 
follows: 

“The supervisor has 
requested the finance com- 
mittee to investigate the audit 
of the general assistance fund in 
which the Illinois Department 
of Public Aid requested the 
town to reimburse the general 
assistance fund the sum of 
$9,597.96 for unauthorized 
salaries paid by the previous 
supervisor, Louis Whitsell 

“The finance committee has 
learned that Whitsell requested 
authority for a part-time em- 
ployee but that the request was 
denied and that he, never- 
theless, hired a part-time 
employee and paid wages, 
knowing that the wages were 
unauthorized 

“The Illinois Department of 
Public Aid has requested 
reimbursement to the general 
assistance fund from the town 
fund, because the wage 
payments were improper. 

“Last September we 

ted assistance from 
ell to clear up the matter 

and he did not respond to that 
request. Recently, we have 
- again written to him and, since 
he has ignored our request for 
assistance, we requested that 
he reimburse the towns for 
the amount required to be paid 
to the general assistance fund 

‘In response to this, we have 
received no additional in- 
formation supporting 
authorization for said 
payments, Therefore, your 
finance committee moves that 
the trustees authorize and 
direct the supervisor to initiate 
a lawsuit against the former 
supervisor to recover the 
unauthorized payments.” 

Hessler said he feels it is 
unfortunate the Department of 
Public Aid has decided to hold 
the town’hip responsible for 
“the actions. of one man,” 
rather than the department 
dealing directly with Whitsell. 

“Tt should not be a burden on 
the taxpayers supporting the 
general fund, or on the public 
aid recipients, to repay these 
expenditures,"’ Hessler said. 

Responding to charges by 
Whitsell that the town board 
seated at that time, including 
Hessler.and others who are still 
on, the board, approved Mrs. 
Whitsell’s salary twice each 
month, Hessler said the board 
was never made aware that the 
state had refused to authorize 
her hiring from general 
assistance funds. 

“If we had known there was a 
need for another employee and 
that the state would not pay for 
her salary, we probably would 
have voted at that time to pay 
her from the town fund. The

Pledges study 
of malpractice 
insurance costs 


Steve Maragides, candidate 
for the Democratic nomination 
for state senator, said Wed- 
nesday night that if elected he 
will put heavy emphasis on 
legislative study of medical 
malpractice insurance and its 
effect on high health care costs. 

He made his remarks: at a 
meeting of Seventh Ward 
residents hosted by Alderman 
Paul Ray Bowler at the 
Nameoki Recreation Center. 

Maragides said that the high 
cost of medical malpractice 
insurance is not the only reason 
for high health care costs, but 
that it was certainly a con- 
tributing factor. 

“The proponents of 
malpractice suits are fond of 
quoting Dr. Paul Dudley White, 
who said that if there were no 
medical malpractice, there 
would be no medical 
malpractice suits. However, 
Dr. White was naive,’ 
Maragides said 

“4 physician who is genuinely 
negligent should pay for his 
mistakes. However, the 
problem arises when juries look 
upon a physician as a guarantor 
of recovery from illness or 
accident, and no,‘physician is 
God,” he continued. 

“The problem of health care 
should be of primary concern to 
the legislature because it in- 
volves our very existence as 
living human beings and 
because the expenditures for 
health care in the nation are 
rapidly | approaching the 
amount spent for national 
defense.”” 

Maragides said that his 11 
years experience as a work- 
men's compensation lawyer 
have given him insights into the 
field of medicine not available 
to most non-medical persons.

SO THIS IS HOW IT WORKS. Bob Williams, assistant professor of education at 
Southern University at Edwardsville, experiments with survival training materials at the 
Pensacola Naval Air Station In Florida. He took a group of local area teachers interested 
in aerospace education on a weekend visit to the Florida facility. 


Teachers sharing aerial 
experiences with pupils 


“Flying is one of the things 
that children's dreams are 
made of. When I was a kid I 
loved to imagine what it would 
feet like to sit in the cockpit of a 
plane and soar through the air. 
Kids dream about doing those 
things, and they want to know 
what it's really like.” 

Bob Williams, an assistant 
professor of elementary 
education at SIUE, gets excited 
when he talks about teaching 
children about aeronautics 

He feels that although movies 
and books are good. ways for 
youngsters to learn, the best 
way is through first-hand ex- 
perience or by their teacher's 
experience. That's why 30 area 
elementary school teachers got 
a chance to realize some of their 
childhood dreams by spending a 
weekend at the Naval Air 
Station at Pensacola, Fla 

On a cold Friday morning, 
Williams and his. group of 
teachers gathered at Scott Air 
Force Base for their trip to 
Florida amid boxes of kites and 
cameras. 

“T instructed them to bring 
along cameras so they could 
have plenty of pictures to show 
the kids in their classes. The 
idea is that most kids will never 
get this type of experience, so 
we wanted to try to bring home 
as many memories as possible 
to show them, 

“The kites, of coursé, were 
for flying on the beach,” 
Williams explained. Kite flying 
is one of his most popular ways 
of teaching aeronautics. 

Flight service for the trip was 
provided by the U.S. Air Force, 
and the group, was given the 
opportunity to fly in a cargo 
plane built during the Korean 
War. 

A little primitive, noisy and 
uncomfortable by today’s 
standards, the plan itself was, 
the most exciting experience for 
many of the teachers. Thrilled 
by the workings of such a plane, 
most of the group even got a 
chance to actually sit in the co- 
pilot's seat and “fly” the plane. 

“My kids are never going to 
believe that their teacher ac- 
tually got ‘to fly the plane,” 
exclaimed one teacher after her 
turn in the cockpit. 

Upon reaching. Pensacola 
Naval Air Station, the teachers 
were given a bus tour around 
the base and then were shown to 
their quarters. 

For the next two days, they 


with a tour through the Naval 
Aviation Museum, where 
several purchased books and 
model airplanes for their 
classes to use. 

Next, they were given a tour 
through the Survival Training 
Center, where Navy personnel 
gave demonstrations on how to 
build various kinds of wild 
animal traps and shelters. 

The remainder of the af- 
lernoon was spent visiting the 
site of an old fort and then a 
kite-flying lesson was held on 
the beach. 

“I think that in many ways 
this is the most usuable part of 
the trip,’ Williams said. “Some 
of these people never had a kite 
string in their hands before, and 
I bet that most of these teachers 
will have their classes fly kites 
in the spring.” 

Williams spent most of the 
time helping people tie tails to 
the kites and showing them 
techniques to get the kites into 
the air. 

“Just think! What I’ve shared 
with 30 teachers could possibly 
be taught to a couple thousand 
‘Kids if each teacher goes back 
to school and shows two other 
teachers, there and then they all 
tell their classes about it,” 
Williams said. 

“The teachers who have 
younger children could even 
show the parents how to fly a 
kite and get them involved with 
a class project.” 

Some of the teachers took 
time out from their kites to 
collect sand and sea shells for 
their classes. 

“When I told my students 
about the trip, the thing they 
thought was the neatest of ail 
was that we really got to fly the 
plane,” said Anita, Runge. 
“That really impressed them.” 

Miss Runge teaches primary 
special education resources. 

“We brought, some model 
planes back from the Aviation 
Museum, and we'll let the kids 
take them outside to fly when 
the weather gets warmer. 
We've also ordered a film on the 
Blue Angels precision flying 
team from the Navy office in St. 
Louis to show the kids,’ she 
said. 

Yvonne Breiner, a graduate 
assistant who works at the 
SIUE. Early Childhood Center, 
said she plans to set up a sur- 
vival training project. 

“T’ve picked up a lot of in- 


formation $n it, and I'd like to 
show the kids things like how to 
get water in the desert. 

“Most of the things I learned 
had to be geared down to a level 
that the pre-schoolers could 
understand, but all the kids 
were fascinate¢ when | told 
them about the plane we flew 
on 

Most of the teachers who took 
the trip had been in the 
aeronautics workshop that 
Williams teaches during . the 
summer at SIUE 

“Many of these teachers have 
been using aerospace education 
with their kids before, and the 
kids always want more of it,"” be 
concluded

report, the same firm noted, 
{Expenditures are not being 
controlled by the budget. 
Equipment purchases were 
made with highway funds for 
which there was no. budget 
approveds 

‘We, would suggest that an 
opinion as to the legality of the 
township making expenditures 
not‘included within the budget 
should be requested from their 
attorney,” the report stated. 

It made several other 
recommendations about high- 
way department expenditures. 
It urged obtaining bids for items 
purchased for road work and 
equipment “to insure that the 
township is buying at the best 
price available.” 

Another recommendation 
was that daily time ‘records 
should be maintained for’ all 
township employees showing 
hours worked by the day, and 
signed by the official in charge 
before approving the payment 
of wages. 

Despite the recom- 
mendations, the auditing firm 
noted few improvements in the 
high department in the 
following fiscal year. 

The recommendations in 
June 1976 also called for daily 
time records, control of ex- 
penditures by the budget, and 
bidding for highway materials 
and equipment. 

The audit was reviewed by 
Accountant Zoelzer, who helped 
prepare the document, during a 
meeting of the Chouteau Town 
‘Board of Trustees in .August 
19765 
' At that meeting, Zoelzer said 
the town board should assume 
control over the higheay budget 
by refusing to approve ex- 
penditures in excess of the 
amounts in the various budget 
categories. 

Zoelzer said that restriction 
also should apply to wages for 
highway workers. 

“You as auditors should not 
approve wages not in the 
budget.” 

He noted the town board of 
auditors has no control over the 
highway commissioner's ex- 
penditures, if legal, up to the 
point where the money in the 
budget has been spent. 

“When it goes beyond the 
budget and there is no money to 
transfer, then that is when we, 
‘as auditors, have the obligation 
to say no,” Supervisor Walter 
“Dick” Sparks summarized. 

Zoelzer added, ‘The budget is 
the authority to spend. Where 
there is no more money left in 
the budget, that is when you can 
not spend,’’ he told the’ Board. 

Town Clerk Mrs. Patricia 
Polley asked if Zoelzer was 
indicating the highway com- 
missioner ‘‘has no control over 
his accounts,”’ and Zoelzer 
answered, ‘‘Yes, that’s so."" 

The ‘public auditor also told 
the board it could transfer 
between some accounts where 
there are shortages, but. the 
hoard also has'the right to deny 

. transfer requests. 
ip Auditor James 
Greer said he had believed a 
warrant from the highway 
commissioner was sufficient to 
assure each bill was legal and to 
, authorize the board to pay it 

Mrs. Polley noted the warrant 
gave her no idea from which 
account to pay the bill. 

-“It is the duty of the highway 
commissioner to specify from 
which account each bill should 
be paid_and to be sure there is 
enough money in the account to 
pay the bill,” Zoelzer said. 

“We are advocating that a 
realistic budget be adopted and 
purchases be made to comply 
with the budget. 

Auditor letus Bedwell 
-commented, “We don’t have the 
slightest idea what is in that 
budget,’’ and noted is 
prepared by the highway 
commissioner without con- 
sulting the town board. 

Auditor. Marion Sparks 
questioned whether the town 
board, has the authority to tell 
Estes\how to spend money and 
Zoelzer repeated, ‘Until he 
exceeds his budget, none. When 
he exceeds his budget, the 
board does. 

He also stated, “It is the role 
of the office help to see that 
expenditures are not taken out 
of. the wrong account, for 
example, to see road oil is not 
charged under office equip- 
ment.” * 

Supervisor Sparks noted, 
“Jim should look over the bills 
and decide which account each 
expenditure should come out of. 
It is going to depend upon Jim 
giving us the information.’ 

Sparks disagreed with 
several. points of the audit, 
including the recommendation 

-to discontinue: flat mileage 
payments, changing to a

keep a close eye on their yards 
and report ‘any suspicious ac- 
tivities to the police. What may 
seem like nothing to you may 
mean a great deal to the 
police,” he stated. 

He suggested everyone keep 
curtains open at night, watch 
their yards occasionally, and 
report anything suspicious. 
“Every time you walk past your 
window, look outside. Police 
can not be everywhere, but the 
people out there cankeep a good 
eye out and keep us informed 
what is happening,” Bennett 
said. 

One man asked if the police 
can enforce the curfew law and 
Bennett stated, ‘The law says 
youths must be off the street by 
10 p.m. The problem of strong 
enforcement is that the law is 
misconstrued. 

“If a juvenile is on the street 
after 10 p.m. he is not 
necessarily in violation of the 
curfew law. 

“If he is going to or from 
somewhere with his parents’ 


-knowledge, he is not in 


violation. We pick these kids up 
for curfew and go to court and 
the parents come in and say 
they know where Johnny was 
going and the case is thrown out 
of court, just like-that,”’ Bennett 
responded. 

The board was asked if more 
street lights can be placed over 
the subdivision streets and 
Village Board President Floyd 
David Moss said the village is 
willing to have more lights put 
up. 

“The problem is getting 
someone willing to let you put a 
light pole in his yard. Not many 
people are willing to do that.” 

He suggested anyone willing 
to have a light in his yard in that 
subdivision - notify village of- 
ficials and arrangements will 
be made. 

Moss also recommended that 
groups of four neighbors with 
adjoining rear yards consider 
sharing the cost of having a 
yard light installed to reduce 
vandalism. Moss, who lives in 
that subdivision, said he and his 
neighbors have put a light in 
their rear yards and said 
vandalism has decreased - to 
their property. 

Bennett said the residents are 
not reporting all minor van- 
dalisms to police, ‘ich makes 
the job of catching the vandals 
that much more difficult.

“Had we been told about all 
these crimes, possibly we could 
have already upgraded our 
investigation and made an 
arrest,”” he said. 

He noted one vandalism 
report did lead to the arrest of a 
juvenile in. that subdivision 
within the previous. week. 

The residents also questioned

premises, which has a snack 
bar, but it is the owner's 
responsibility to enforce the age 
limit for playing the games, 
Bennett said.

He said he recalled being 
grabbed from behind and that’ 
he put anti-abortion pamphlets 
in front of a young woman 
patient’s face. 

The priest also related having 
visited the clinic in December, 
being asked to leave and said 
that after a while he did leave. 

He returned Jan. 19, and 
admitted he ‘did disrupt things 
somewhat.”” 

The prosecution opening 
statement was presented at 

10:30 a.m. Wednesday by 
Deputy State’s Attorney Casper 
Nighohossian, who told the jury 
the important element in the 
case is the isolation of the 
priest’s alleged disorderly 
conduct from all other factors. 

“This is a simple disorderly 
conduct case. Nothing more 
There may be outside issues, 
but we are trying only whether 
or not the crime of disorderly 
conduct was committed,’’ 
Nighohossian said. 

He stated the state ‘‘must 
show that Father Arentsen 
knowingly acted in such a 
disorderly manner as to alarm 
others, thereby commiting a 
breach of the peace."’ He said he 
intesded to present three 
policemen and two Hope Clinic 
employees to testify what oc- 
curred, 

“That is the only thing for you 
to consider,” he stressed. “‘We 
feel after our evidence is 
presented, we will have 
established a prima facia case, 
beyond reasonable doubt, that 
he committed disorderly 
conduct and we will try this one 
issue,”’ he concluded. 

Defense Attorney Richard 
Allen, who was appointed by the 
Public. Defender’s Office to 
represent Rev. Arentsen, 
reserved his opening statement 
until the prosecution concluded 
its case. 

The first witness called was 
Elaine Henry of Godfrey, a 
medical secretary and 
receptionist at the Hope Clinic, 
who testified she was involved 
in a confrontation with Rev. 
Arentsen at the entrance to Tri- 
City Obstretrics and 
Gynocology, Ltd., which adjoins 
the Hope Clinic. 

She testified she received a 
six-inch bruise to her left thigh 
she felt was incurred when she 
was struck with the office door 
as Rev. Arentsen struggled with 
her to gain entry to the office. 

She said the disturbance 
began about 9:15 a.m. Jan. 19, 
with Rey. Arentsen pounding on 
the locked front door of the~ 
Hope Clinic, 2ist and Iowa 
streets, while she was inside. 

She testified her supervisor 
told her to go to the door of the 
adjoining office at 2050 Iowa St., 
and admit only patients who 
had appointments to either the 
Tri-City office or the Hope 
Clinic. 

She also testified she was told 
not to admit the priest because 
he allegedly had become loud 
and argued with employees 
during a visit to the clinic about 
three weeks earlier, Elaine 
Henry told the court. 

Rev. Arentsen asked her if he 
could come in the door at 2050 
Towa St., but she refused him 
entry, she said. She related that 
Rev. Arentsen said to her, “You 
were very nice to me before. 
Won’t you please let me in?” 
‘She testified and said she shook 
her head no. . 

The testimony indicated she 
and the priest talked about five 
minutes until a young woman 
with an appointment to the 
office asked to be allowed to 
enter. 

“Rey. Arentsen grabbed her 
and was trying to keep her out 
of the building. He had papers 
with him and was showing them 
to her, saying, “This is what you 
areé going to do to your baby,’ 
and the woman said, ‘Stop. Let 
ime go,’ the witness said. 

After what she believed was 
about two minutes of scuffling, 
police arrived and she and 
another employee managed to 
get the woman client inside the 
building as the priest gained 
entry to the foyer between the 
exterior and interior doors, she 
related. « 

“A policeman was. trying to 
talk him into leaving peacfully 
and not entering. the building,” 
she testified. Elaine Henry also 
testified the priest continued to 

scuffle attempting to enter the 
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office and the priest ‘shoved 
Linda Todoroff, another em- 
ployee, into her, trying to get 
the interior door open. 

“T pushed. back on her to keep 
the door from being opened,” 
the witness said. 

She said there were other 
protestors and pickets around 
at the time, but none of them 
joined the confrontation. 

Nighohossian asked her if the 
experience affected her, and 
she responded, “It was up- 
setting. It upset me to see a 
priest act that way.” 

Asked how .long it took to 
regain her composure, she 
stated, “I don’t think I still 
have,” 

She also testified Rev. 
Arentsen called the clinic 
employees “murderers,” two or 
three times in a loud voice. He 
called each ‘an accessory to a 
murderer,”’ and said, ‘“‘the 
police should arrest us because 
we are murderers, not him,” 
she told the court. 

In cross-examination, Allen 
asked if the dentention the 
woman patient experienced in 
entering the clinic could have 
been the natural result of her 
and the priest trying to go 
through the narrow doorway at 
the same time, and the witness 
replied, ‘‘No.’” 

Under Allen's questioning, 
she said she is not sure exactly 
when her thigh was bruised or 
what struck it, but believed it 
may have been the door. She 
also said she is not sure, of how 
long the scuffle continued, but 
that two minutes was her rough 
estimate 

Linda Todoroff was the 
second witness and supported 
most of the testimony of the 
first witness. She also alleged 
she had been shoved by: the 
priest 

Patrolman David Polivick 
testified Wednesday afternoon 
that he and Sgt. Leonard 
Svoboda were the first officers 
to arrive on the scene and found 
pickets carrying signs and a 
priest trying to force his way 
into the doctor's office door. 

Polivick said he saw the 
priest holding a young woman’s 
arm and testified that the priest 
refused requests for him to 
quiet down and demonstrate 
peacefully. 

The officer also said he heard 
Rev. Arentsen call clinic em- 
ployees killers and said he had 
to grab the priest to keep him 
from forcing his way inside the 
office. . 

Sgt. Leonard Svoboda 
testified on the accuracy of his 
police report prepared after the 
incident. Svoboda said he was 
called to aid Polivick and 
agreed with Polivick’s report on 
the incident. 

Also supporting the police 
observations was Capt. Harry 
Mitchell, who was the last of- 
ficer to arrive on the scene. 
Mitchell aided in the arrest 

Two pro-life demonstrators 
who witnessed Rev. Arentsen's 
arrest also testified for the 
defense Wednesday afternoon, 
relating what they saw of the 
priest's attempts to enter the 
clinic and resistance from clinic 
employees. 

Sue Gasparovic of Granite 
City, and Sandy Climaco of 
Belleville, pro-life demon- 
strators at the clinic when the 
priest was arrested, said they 
did not see Rev. Arentsen hold 
anyone and said the direct 
confrontations took place only 
in the foyer and not outside. 

Rev. Arentsen's testimony 
followed from 4:30 p.m. to 5:15 
p.m. Wednesday and the trial 
was adjourned for the closing 
arguments today. 

During a recess in the trial, 
Rey. Arentsen told reporters he 
plans to continue his demon- 
strations to close the clinic and 
hopes he will end up in jail to 
gain national publicity for the 
pro-life cause. 

‘The maximum penalty could 
be a $500 fine and 30 days in jail, 
if he is found guilty of disorderly 
conduct. = 

He pledged that, if acquitted 
or if there is a hung jury, he will 
return to the clinic in the near 
future. “If I am convicted, I will 
return after I get out of jail," he 
stated. 

He said he hopes to convince 
would-be mothers at the clinic 
to keep their babies and reduce 
business at the clinic to the 
point it has to go out of business. 

If successful, he then would 
try to close other clinics across 
the country, he said. He also 
said he hopes he can generate 
enough «public support against 
abortion to have a pro-live 
amendment adopted to the U.S. 
Constitution or to force the U.S. 
Supreme Court to-reverse its 
decision. 


In his closing arguments, 
stressed the 
premeditated nature of the 
incident, recalling testimony 
that Rev. Arentsen had planned 
the event five years and had 
notified news media 
representatives in advance of 
its timing. 

He urged the jury to consider 
only whether the priest had 
acted in a disorderly manner, 
and to ignore the abortion and 
religious aspects of the matter. 

After Nighohossian’s 11 
minute statement, The Rev. 
Donald Rau of the St. Louis 
Archdiocese, who has been 


aiding Allen in the defense, 
gave a seven-minute talk, 
stressing the “reasonableness” 
of Rev. Arentsen’s actions in 
light of the abortion issue and 
Rev. Arentsen’s strong con- 
yictions about the issue. 

Allen then reviewed the 
testimony of several witnesses, 
pointing out differences 
whether the priest actually held 
the woman patient’s arm. Allen 
contended the priest was not 
attempting to keep anyone from 
entering, but was attempting to 
enter the public building 
himself and was being kept out 
by employees. 

He contended a portion of the 
physical contact in the foyer 
was the result of several per- 
sons crowded in the narrow 
area. After Allen's 13 minute 
closing argument, 
Nighohossian took nine minutes 
to recap the state's case and 
urged the jury, once again, to 
consider only the question 
whether the priest committed 
disorderly conduct. 

Associate Judge Thomas 
Gibbons gave instructions to the 
jury, reviewing legal points 
involved in the charge and 
affecting the deliberations. The 
jury was excused for 
deliberations at 10:30 a.m

An effort by the, Metro-East 
Sanitary District to sell $600,000 
worth of tax anticipation 
warrants to an East St. Louis 
bank has been unsuccessful 
because of court litigation over 
the status of one membership on 
the five-man district board, it 
was reported today. 

As a result, district finances 
and means of meeting its 
payrolls will be the main topic 
of discussion at a board meeting 
tobe held in Granite City at 4:30 
p.m. Friday. 

‘The district has had difficulty 
in meeting payrolls and 
operating expenses during the 
past couple of months and was 
depending upon the sale of 
anticipation warrants to tide the 
district over until tax collec- 
tions begin later this year. 

It was reported today, 
however, that John Sprague of 
Belleville, an attorney for the 
sanitary district, has informed 
board ‘trustees that he had 
talked with an East St. Louis 
bank that has handled district 
transactions and was told the 
bank will not buy the tax 
warrants so long as the 
litigation remains in the court. 

The legal problem involves 
the board seat of Robert 
Eastern, an East St. Louis 
board member whose term 
expired last November. 
Because of a change in assessed 
valuations, Madison County 


was allowed under the law to 
appoint a Madison County 
board member to replace 
Eastern, 

In December the Madison 
County Board confirmed the 
appointment by Board Chair- 
man Nelson Hagnauer of Walter 
“Shang” Greathouse of Granite 
City as a member of the 
sanitary district. 

Eastern, however, filed suit in 
circuit court at ‘Belleville, 
challenging the law under 
which the appointment was 
made, as unconstitutional. 

In a recent ruling, Associate 
Judge Richard Goldenhersh 
held in Eastern’s. favor and 
enjoined the district from 
seating Greathouse 

Madison County plans to 
appeal the ruling, a factor that 
will leave the status of the 
membership in question until a 
higher court ruling,

VENICE— The Illinois High 

School Association (IHSA) is 
supposedly looking into charges 
that Ron Salmond, a star 
basketball player at Lovejoy 
(Brooklyn) High School is not 
eligible for play in the upcoming 
Class A (750 enrollment or less) 
regional tournament.

The reason the word “sup- 
posedly” is used is that the 
THSA isn’t saying whether or 
not it is making an in- 
vestigation. 

“We really can't comment on 
it either way,” said Jim Flynn 
of the IHSA in Bloomington. 
“It’s the association’s policy 
never to comment on matters 
such as this until something 
happens either way.” 

PERKINS said he hopes the 
IHSA ‘makes some kind of a 
ruling so that we know how to 
prepare for the upcoming 
regional. 

Venice is scheduled to play 
Lovejoy next* Tuesday night, 
Feb. 21, in the first round of the 
Dupo regional tournament. 

According to the IHSA

Boys’ soccer 


BLOOMINGTON — Changes 
in the terms and conditions for 
six fall sports and in- 
terpretation of the recently- 
approved change in the boy's 
wrestling sport season by-law 
have been approved by the 
board of directors of the Illinois 
High School Association. 
Among the changes are these in 
boys’ wrestling and soccer. 

BOYS WRESTLING 

By a vote of 583-18 in the 
annual referendum conducted 
the past fall, member schools 
established Nov. 20 as . the 
opening date for boys wrestling 
competition. 

However, schools which 
presently have valid contracts 
for boys wrestling contests on 
the weekend prior to Nov. 20, 
1978 (Friday Nov. 17, Saturday 
Nov. 18 and-or Sunday Nov. 19) 
will be allowed to honor such 
contracts for the 1978-79 (next 
school) year only. 

Any, contracts now existing 
for succeeding years, or any 
new contracts drawn for future 
years, must conform to the Nov. 
20 starting date. 

‘The recently-changed bylaw 
also stipulates that a member 
school shall not permit any 
werstling team to participate in 
a contest prior to the date of its 
first varsity meet (dual, in- 
vitational, ete.). —‘ This 
stipulation applies beginning 
with the 1978-79 (next school 
year) season. 

BOYS SOCCER 

For the seventh time in seven 

years, the structuring of the 
boys’ soccer series has been 
revised. 
, The concept of earning a high- 
seeded position in the initial 
levels of the statewide series 
based on the outcome of games 
played during the regular 
season has been maintained. 
But all schools: entering the 
statewide series will be 
assigned to a sub-sectional. 

Only ten designated games 
against Illinois schools will be 
counted on each school’s 
regular season record for 


purposes of seed points. 

No later than Aug. 25, 1978, 
each school must designate the 
ten games (excluding in- 
vitational tournament games) 
which will serve as its basis for 
points. A school may designate 
another school no more than 
twice. 

Oct. 21, 1978, is the last date 
on which any of the ten 
designated games may be 
played. The IHSA office will 
publish a soccer master 
schedule shortly after Aug. 25, 
listing the complete schedule 
for all soccer-playing schools in 
the association (including 
Chicago Public League schools) 
and will indicate the games to 
be counted for each school. 

The system for determining 
final point totals for all schools 
and the 28 seeded teams in the 
sub-sectionals statewide is 
identical to the system 
established for last fall’s series. 
That system provides points 
and tie-breaking procedures in 
the following manner: 

a) Victory equals 10 points, 
plus 2 points for each victory of 
the defeated team. 

b) Tie equals 5 points, plus 1 
point for each victory of tied 
team. 

c) Loss equals no points. 

If a tie exists for the last 
available spot, the tie will be 
resolved as follows: 

a) A first division team is one 
that has won more than 50 
percent of its games, For 
example, 5-4-0, 5-3-1, etc 

A second division team is one 
that has won as many games as 
it has lost, or has won more than 
it has lost, but has not won more 
than 50 percent of its games. 
For example, 4-2-3, 4-4-1, etc: 

A third division team is one 
which has won fewer games 
than it has lost. For pe 3- 
4-1, 23-4, etc.

Exceptional deer 
season recorded

Although a record 16,186 
whitetail deer were reported 
taken during the Illinois gun 
season, authorities believe 
the final count will be higher. 

The top deer producing 
area during the late gun 
season was Crab Orchard 
National Wildlife Refuge, 
where 639 whitetails were 
taken. The top producing 
counties were Jae Daviess, 
563, Hancock, 504, Adams, 
568, Carroll, 448 and 
Williamson, 444. 

Michigan also recorded an 
exceptional deer season. The 
kill is expected to exceed 
102,000. a 

Success: was exceptionally 
high in the northern counties 
of Michigan’s lower 
peninsula, The upper 
peninsula, however, 
continued: its downward 
spiral, 

This year, only 13,500 deer 
were taken in the upper 
peninsula, 2,200 less than in 
1976. Rough winters and lack 
of adequate —_ browse 
conditions continue to reduce 
the herd. 

Deer in the upper peninsula 
are also having to compete 
with the elk for what browse 
is available. 

Few midwesterners realize 
elk exist in upper Michigan, 
Latest reports indicate a herd 
of 3,500 exists and is 
increasing at the rate of 400- 
500 a year. 

The majority are located in 
the Pigeon River Forest in 
Otsego County. 

Elk tend to migrate with 
the seasons and take a heavy

toll of the available browse. It 
appears controlled harvest 
may be necessary. 

Perhaps Michigan will 
announce an elk season soon. 
In 1964, Michigan issued 298 
elk licenses and 269 hunters 
shot elk. 

Michigan also has one of 
the nation’s finest deer herds 
and the outlook for 1978 
should be outstanding. 

The deer situation also 
appears better in Minnesota, 
where firearm deer hunters 
took 45,908 deer during the 
state’s November season. 

Records show 300,000 deer 
licenses were sold in 
Minnesota. A year ago, 
264,000 firearm hunters 
registered 29,000 deer taken. 

One Minnesota hunter shot 
a deer with a .17 caliber, high- 
powered rifle, then inserted 
an arrow into the carcass. 

The deer had been taken in 
an area open to bow and 
arrow hunting only. 

But a _ conscientious 
conservation officer detected 
the violation and arrested the 
hunter, who was fined $500 
and received a 60-day ‘ 
suspended jail sentence. The 
hunter's license was 
automatically revoked for 
three years and the deer and 
rifle were confiscated, 

Without a doubt some of the 
finest deer hunting in the 
United States is available 
here in the midwest. This is 
true whether the hunter 
works the Illinois countryside 
or drives 250 miles in any 
direction. 

Biologists in Missouri, 
Kentucky, Indiana and Iowa 
indicate deer herds continue ' 
to multiply well.

Combination transit 
networks discussed 


The East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council explained 
proposed mass transit alter- 
native programs Tuesday night 
at East St. Louis High School. It 
was a cozy, _ intimate 
discussion; only five people 
showed up to listen and 
question. 

Dick Brown of the consulting 
firm which studied the situation 
presented a revised 
analysis on Jan. 16, explained 
that Daniel, Mann, Johnson and 
Mendenhall did computer 
studies of three alternative 
plans. 

System A would be essentially 
the present Bi-State Transit 
system modified by upgrading 
of equipment, addition of routes 
and adjustment of schedules. 

System B, labeled Freeway 
Bus by Brown, would utilize the 
upgraded existing system and 
in addition would go extensively 
into “park and ride’ in which 
express buses would move on 
freeways. There would be 
consideration of cleared bus 
lanes for fastér movement, but 
that does not seem indicated 
now. 

System C, labeled “light 
rail," would utilize the 
upgraded existing system, but 
feature modern, diesel-electric 
cars on grade level tracks to 
move large numbers of people 
in high-density areas 

Capital cost of the three 
systems differs widely. System 
A would cost $191.6 million, 
system B $329.7 million, and 
system C $935.9 million. 

Operating revenue per 
passenger would be almost 
identical but operating cost per 
passenger would be 89 cents in 
system A, $1.30 in system B and 
$1.25 in system C. - 

Brown said the capital cost of 
system C indicates it is not 
feasible in its entirety. Instead, 
four ‘composite’ lesser 
variations are under con- 
sideration. They would require 
capital costs in the $200 million- 
$300 million range and 
operating costs of 92 to 97 cents 
per passenger, faily close to the 
operating cost of system A. 

Chief advantage of the light 
rail system over the freeway 
bus alternate is the frequency of 
stops. 

Freeway buses could stop 
only a few. places, at the far- 
spaced exits. Light tail would 
be on ordinary streets and could 
Stop every three or four blocks. 
Its speed would be determined 
by the frequency of stops. 

Electronic devices would 
enable the light rail cars to 
control traffic lights, : keeping 
them green to cross the in- 
tersecting streets. 

Chief disadvantage of the 
light rail system is the cost,

The longest rail line being 
considered is the East St. Louis- 
Clayton rail line; in addition to 
connecting Illinois and St.

The line starts on rail right-of- 
way near St. Clair Avenue and 
travels southwest to the 
downtown area and then across

‘The line continues west along 
Market Street in St. Louis onto 
the Forest Park Parkway and 
ends in Clayton. 

Planned north-south rail lines 
connect with this line and offer 
travel throughout St. Louis 
County 

Three of the four networks 
being examined include this 
line, and the fourth includes no 
rail projects. 

Freeway bus routes are in- 
cluded in all four networks 
Lines planned for the area in- 
clude: 

Interstates 55-70. Beginning 
from north of the Collinsville 
area, the line runs along 
Interstate 55-70 and into 
downtown St. Louis. 

Interstate 270. The line starts 
ata park-and-ride lot located on 
1-270 in the Edwardsville area 
and travels west on the highway 
into Missouri where it connects 
with the MacDonnell Douglas 
area and swings south into 
Clayton. along the proposed 
Innerbelt. 

Interstate 64, Beginning at a 
park-and-ride lot in Belleville, 
the line travels west into East 
St. Louis and continues into 
downtown St. Louis. 

The freeway bus system 
includes a park and drive lot 
near I-70 and Route 159, and 
another near I-70 and Route 157. 
There would be such a lot at 159 
and 270. 

The 70-55 freeway buses 
would go from Collinsville to 
Chesterfield, Mo. 

Brown had statistics on 
everything, projected to 1985. 
System A would show 314,000 
boardings a day by 253,400 
passengers, involving 49 per- 
cent transfers. 

System B would have 498,000 
boardings a day, by 280,100 
passengers, involving 78 per- 
cent transfers. 

System C would have 471,000 
boardings per day, by 306,700 
passengers, involving 54 per- 
cent transfers.

Transit comes from a ‘2-cent 
sales tax for that purpose in St 
Louis and St. Louis County, 
from State of Illinois legislative 
appropriations and from Bi- 
State operating revenues. 

Bi-State Transit boardings 
declined to a low of 52,180,000 in 
1973 and have been increasing 
since that time, to 65,324,700 in 
1977.

First, be sure the seed variety 
you select is suitable to your 
area. Specific maturity dates 
should coincide with your 
growing season. 

The type of plant should “fit” 
the area. For example, cherry 
tomatoes will grow in a smail 
area.

regular-sized tomatoes.

Lettuce 
seed, however, has short 
storage period. It should not be 
planted more than two years 
after is has been purchased, 
according to the horticulturist.

A statewide survey of kin- 
dergarten children conducted 
by the Illinois Office of 
Education has revealed that 
immunization levels are 
seriously below the recom- 
mended level for polio, 
diphtheria, pertussis (whooping 
cough), tetanus, measles and 


rubella (German measles),- 
i F Superin- 


according: to 
tendent of Education Joseph M. 
Cronin. 

He noted at last week's State 
Board of Education meeting 
that Illinois Jaw requires all 
children enrolling in Mlinois 
schools to be properly im- 
munized against these 
preventable childhood diseases. 

At the kindergarten level, this 
would mean four doses of polio 
vaccine, five of diphtheria- 
pertussis-tetanus (DPT), and 
one of measles and rubella. In 


addition, mumps vaccination is 
strongly recommended, 
although not required by law. 

Cronin said the survey 
showed that barely half (53 
percent) of [Illinois  kin- 
dergarteners are fully im- 
munized against polio. 

A little over one-third (34 
percent) are fully protected 
against diphtheria, pertussis 
and tetanus; 78 percent against 
measles; 69 percent against 
rubella, and 60 percent against 
mumps, 

He noted that public health 
officials warn that 90 percent of

the population needs adequate 
immunization in order to insure 
against epidemics. 

Cronin said he found some of 
the statistics to be frightening. 

“Thirty-five public school 
-districts reported less than 10 
percent of their kindergarten 
children were fully immunized 
against polio,’ he said. 
“Eighty-three reported less 
than 10 percent immunized 
against diphtheria, pertussis 
and tetanus. 

“School and health officials 
must come to grips with this 
problem and enforce the state 
law,” Cronin said. “It can and 
must be done.’’ 

Some districts have done it, 
he said pointing out the 98 public 
school districts which reported 
90 percent or better im- 
munization of their kin- 
dergarteners against polio, 45 
which reported .90 percent or 
better for DPT; 306 which 
reported 90 percent or better for 
measles; 233 which reported 90 
percent or better for rubella and 
100 which reported 90 percent or 
better for mumps: 

He noted that the Springfield 
school district reported recently 
that follow-up efforts by school 
health personnel last year 
raised the immunization levels 
of its kindergarten children to 
over 90 percent by the end of the 
school year. 

Cronin called on regional 
superintendents to develop an 
action plan in cooperation with 
state and local-level public 
health officials to raise the 
levels of adequately immunized 
children to 90 percent, 

“TI sympathize with local 
school districts who must ac- 
cept responsibility for yet 
another problem — one which 
seemingly isn’t an ‘educational’ 
problem. Ideally, a child is 
immunized before he or she is 
two years old — long before 
entering school. 

“However, too many children 
have not been immunized as 
infants and, as a result, arrive 
at the schoolhouse doors each 
fall without the proper 
protection. . 

“although these diseases can 
be a relatively minor health 
problem for most children, they 
can lead to permanent damage 
— paralysis, blindness, deaf- 
ness, brain damage, mental 
retardation — or death. 

“These illnesses and 
epidemics which occur — cause 
serious disruption of the 
educational program.”’ 

Cronin said a comprehensive 
study of immunization levels for 
all school children kin- 
dergarten through grade 12 — 
will be made next fall at the 
request of the U.S. Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 

HEW’s long-range goals, 
according to Cronin, are (1) to 
catch up on the estimated 20 
million children under 15 who 
presently lack adequate im- 
munization and (2) to establish 
a permanent system to insure 
immunization of the three 
million born each year. 

In other action, the State 
Board of Education approved 
the Rockford district 
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desegregation plan. Cronin said 
Rockford has made ‘‘sub- 
stantial gains” in its plan. 

‘A staff report presented to the 
State Board noted: ‘The 
present proposal has merit and 
a probability of success not 
found in previous plans. 
Projections of the changes to be 
accomplished by the 
moratorium are substantiated 
by a review of the last two 
years’ movement out of the 
various centers, and there 
seems to be no reason to doubt 
the projections as presented.” 

The board also approved the 
desegregation plan of the 
Waukegan district. 

‘The state superintendent also 
reported to the board that an 
appeal has been filed on the 
Kane County court decision 
involving Aurora desegregation 
efforts and the state guidelines.

The board filed the notice 
Thursday in Circuit Court in 
Geneva and followed up Friday 
by petitioning the Mlinois 
Supreme Court to review the 
decision on a direct and ex- 
pedited basis. 

The Supreme Court is 
authorized to hear appeals 
directly from circuit courts in 
any case in which the public 
interest requires prompt 
decision. In other cases, the 
appeal goes to an intermediate 
appellate court. 

The board cited the profound 
impact the ruling may have on 
desegregation efforts 


, throughout the state and in- 


dicated that Judge Ernest 
Akemann's decision may be in 
conflict with earlier decisions 
by federal courts and ‘by a 
circuit court in Madison County.

Use fireplace safely 


By MARY RICHARDS 
Iinois Department 
of Public Health 
This winter, more and more 
people are using their home 
fireplaces to conserve 
energy, to save money and to 
create a warm, cozy at- 
mosphere on cold winter nights. 
There are some safety 
.hazards connected with using 
your fireplace, however, and 
the Illinois Department of 
Public Health has some 
suggestions that will help you 
utilize your fireplace more 
safely. 
1. Make sure your fireplace 


was constructed to be used as a* 


fireplace, and not just for 
decoration, Inspect it at least 
once a year to make sure all 
vents ‘and chimneys are 
operating properly. 

2. Do not use gasoline or other 
flammable liquids to kindle or 
rekindle a fire. The flammable 
vapors can explode. And, never 
use flammable liquids (such as 
cleaning solvents) near a fire — 
explosive vapors can travel the 
length of a room and ignite. 

3. Always keep the damper 


open while your fire is burning. 
This will provide for efficient 
burning and help prevent the 
accumulation of poisonous or 
explosive gases. 

4. Do not use coal, charcoal or 
styrofoam packaging in your 
fireplace. 

5. Do not treat artificial logs 
(Made from sawdust and wax) 
the same way you treat real 
wood logs. Use only one at a 
time. If you use/more, they can 
produce too much heat for some 
fireplaces to withstand. 

6. Always use a screen that 
completely covers the opening 
around your fireplace, to keep 
sparks from flying out. And do 
not place combustible 
materials, such as carpets or 
furniture too near the fireplace. 

In one tragic instance, a 
spark from an. unguarded” 
fireplace flew out and ignited a 
small carpet. The fire spread to 
a nearby sofa and soon engulfed 
the entire room. Two people 
died in the fire. 

7. Children should be kept 
well away from the fire, as their 
clothing can easily ignite. The 
same is true of adults wearing 


long, flowing or loose-fitting 
clothing. 

8. If you install your own 
fireplace, be sure you know 
what you are doing. Have it 
inspected by a professional 
before you use it. 

9. Be sure that all ashes are 
thoroughly cool before you 
dispose of them. 

10. Make sure the fire is 
completely out before going to, 
bed. 


11. Use chimney guards to 
prevent squirrel or bird nests 
from stopping up your chim- 
neys. 

The state health department 
believes that if you follow these 
suggestions, you will decrease 
your chances of a fireplace 
accident and will increase the 
pleasure you can derive from 
knowing that you are using your 
fireplace as safely as possible.

Major crimes in eight 
categories increased only 
slightly during January over 
those of the same month a year 
ago, according to a report 
released by Chief of Police 
Ronald Veizer 

A total of 162 crimes last 
month was only three more than 
the 159 cases reported in 
January 1977, the report said, 
with 38 of last month's cases 
solved by. arrest. Sixty cases 
were solved in January 1977. 

The Police Department also 
solved 38 other cases by arrest 
last month for a total of 92 cases 
solved. In January last year, 60 
additional cases were solved, 
bringing the total for that month 
to 120. 

Robberies increased sub- 
stantially last month, with a 
total of six as compared with 
one in the same month.a year 
ago. Burglaries totaled 46 last 
month, up 10 over 36 a year ago. 
One forcible rape case was 
reported in January, compared 
to none in January a year ago. 

There were 16 assault cases 
last month, down from 21; 36 
auto burglary cases, down from 
39; 43 larceny cases, down from 
49 and 14 auto theft cases, up 
one from 13. 

One fatal accident occurred 
last month, up from none last 
year, while 35 personal injury 
accidents resulted in the injury 
of 49 persons.

Law committees’ spending debated 


By AL MANNING 


SPRINGFIELD — Two 
committees established by 
the Illinois Supreme Court do 
not follow state law relating 
to purchasing and travel 
regulations. . 

The two committees are the 
Board of Law Examiners and 
the Attorney Regulation and 
Disciplinary Commission. 

Judge Roy Gulley, director 
of the Administrative Office 
of the Illinois Courts, said: 

“They do not in fact follow 
the state purchasing act. 
They do not follow state 
travel regulations. 

“That is not to indicate 
anything is wrong, they 
simply have established their 
own rules as opposed to 
following the state law.”” 

Violation of the state 
purchasing act carries 
criminal penalties, of course, 
but there is a debate as to 
whether these committees 
spend public money. 

Robert Cronson, the 
auditor general, contends the 
money they spend is public 
money and should be audited 
by the state. 

‘The Illinois Supreme Court, 
which established the two 
committees by rules of the 
court, refuses to turn over the 
records to Cronson. 

Daniel Ward, chief justice 


of the Illinois Supreme court, 
appeared before the 
Legislative. Audit 
Commission and said the 
legislative. branch does not 
have the right to audit the 
books because the money 
spent by the committees is 
not public money. 

The Board of Law 
Examiners administers the 
bar association examinations 
given to prospective lawyers. 

The Attorney Registration 
and Disciplinary Commission 
assesses lawyers an annual 
fee and uses the money to 
investigate allegations of 
impropriety against lawyers. 

Together, the two bodies 
have accumulated over 
$500,000. 

Although the accounts have 
been audited by private firms 
and those audits given to the 
state, Cronson says a 
compliance’ audit done by his 
office would go further than 
the private audits. 

He said the state auditors 
would determine such things 
as compliance with the 
purchasing act. 

After Cronson referred to 
the purchasing act, Judge 
Gulley hinted to the Audit 
Commission that the two 
bodies were not complying 
with state law. 

The Audit Commission then 
voted 9 to 0 to support 


Cronson’s efforts to obtain 
the court’s records. 

The chief justice came to 
the hearing room prepared to 
discuss constitutional 
questions concerning the 
separation of powers among 
the three branches of 
government. 

Instead, the legislative 
branch gave him a lesson in 
checks and balances. 

Ward was forced to answer 
questions for more than an 
hour, and he was submitted to 
a tortuous monologue by 
state Sen. Fred Smith, D- 
Chicago. 

‘Smith, the aging dean of the 
Senate who has been dumped 
by his ward committee, 
asked long, rambling ques- 
tions about how many per- 
sons take the bar exam, how 
many blacks are employed 
by the courts, etc. 

When other legislators 
objected to his questions and 
tried to steer him back on the 
track, he argued with them. 

At one point he said: “If 
nobody objects to this 
question, I'll object myself 
because I’m not sure it’s to 
the point.”” 

Finally, after they had 
compared Ward’s position to 
that of President Nixon's 
during Watergate, the 
committee cut him off, 

But that wasn’t the only

Rep. Dwight Friedrich, R- 
Centralia, told him: 

“T'm disillusioned with the 
courts. A judge blackmails 
banks in my district and = 
when I. complain I’m. told = 
nothing is wrong. I get no help 
from your organization. 
Don’t you think you should be 
responsible to somebody?'* 

The most articulate 
criticism came from Rep. 
Richard Bummer, D- 
Effingham. The 
lawyer had enough gumption 
to tell the chief justice: 
cannot understand your 
position, I hear what you're > 
saying but ...” : 

Of course, the non-lawyers = 
in the’ Legislature don’t > 
expect the lawyer-legislators - 
to help them fight the - 
Supreme Court. 

Sen. Harber Hall, R- 
Bloomington, said one 
prominent lawyer-legislator 
who serves in the leadership 
told him privately: : 

“T’'m with you 100 per cent 
.. until it comes to a vote.’

Chemical bans 


minor in

SPRINGFIELD — New 
laws that require persons to 
be licensed before using 
certain pesticides probably 
will not affect most Illinois 
farmers this year, a 
Department of Agriculture 
official says. 

However, about 80 percent 
of. Illinois farmers will need 
to be certified by the state to 
use some pesticides in 1979, 
according to Dwight Dunbar, 
chief of the bureau of plant 
and apiary protection, the 
‘State agency charged with 
administering pesticide use 
laws. 

“IT really don’t think 
production will be affected in 
1978,” . Dunbar said. ‘‘The 
federal Environmental 
Protection Agency won’t be 
geared up to complete its list 
of restricted chemicals by 
planting time. 

“It will be nine months, 
maybe 12 months, before they 
can get caught up.” 

The list of restricted 
chemicals, those deemed by 
the EPA to be dangerous to 
use, is required by 1972 
federal laws. In order to use 
chemicals. on that list, 
farmers must be certified by 
the state as competent 
pesticide applicators. 

The list was supposed to be 
completed by last October, 
but the EPA fell behind in its 
re-registration process. And 
those chemnticals 

on ‘the 22-pesticide 


list are not commonly used by. 


Illinois corn’ and soybean 
farmers, according to 
Dunber. . 

Five pesticides commonly 
used to control corn 
rootworm infestations have 
‘been proposed as additions to 
the list, and probably will be 
afded by next year, 

to Dunbar. 


1978 


They are: 
Mocap, Thimet, 
and Counter. 

Farmers who have not 
obtained state certification 
by 1979 may have to hire 
many chemical applications. 


Currently, about 45,000 
farmers have received state 
licenses to use restricted 
pesticides. About 64,000 will 
need certification by the 1979 
planting season, There are 
about 80,000 farmers in the 
state. 

Chemicals that are not 
restricted will be called 
general use pesticides, and 
will be sold in retail outlets. 
They include common bug 
and roach sprays. 

The five common 
pesticides pegged for 
restriction were among a 
group of 36 pesticides the 
EPA recently announced. 


Farmers can be certified 
by completing a 100-question 
test prepared by «the 
Agriculture Department, or 
by satisfactorily completing 
a pesticide use course given 
by the Cooperative Extension 
Service of the University of 
Dlinois. 

Those who complete the 
course will not be required to 
take a test. 

‘There are local extension 
‘service offices in the county 
seat ‘of each of Illinois’ 102 
counties. Farmers may 
contact their local county 
offices for information about 
when pesticide use training 
courses will be offered. 

Certification by one of the 
courses lasts for five years, 
at which time farmers will 


have to complete another 
course.

Weather is preventing 
early gardening here 


By CHRIS DOLL

Gardeners who believe in 
sowing lettuce and radishes on 
Washington's birthday may 
have problems this year. 

If the snow has melted by 
then, the ground will still be 
frozen or muddy. 

There isn’t anything to gain 
by rushing the season this 
much, and it's best to wait until 
soil conditions and tem- 
peratures combine to make for 
good planting and good growth. 

So, gardening is restricted to 
mental exercises, starting 
plants indoors, and pruning of 
fruit plants. 

Only the earliest of vegetable 
plants such as cabbage, 
broccoli and cauliflower should, 
be started now. March 1 is 
usually early enough for tomato 
plants. 

Pruning can be done when the 
weather is fit to be out, and can 
be done until buds break or even 
later. 

+++ 

Ever though pruning can be 
done anytime of ‘the year, 
dormant pruning of fruit plants 
is advantageous to both the 
plant and the grower. 

At this time, the profile of the 
tree is easy to see; diseased or 
dead wood can be removed. 
Danger of cold injury is 
minimized; and it’s cool enough 
to enjoy the physical exertion. 

The next six weeks should 
provide ample time to get the 
job done. It also gives time to 
evaluate the crop potential of 
peaches and apricots so that the 
amount of pruning can be ad- 
justed according to the number 
of live fruit buds. 

Apples and pears are the 
hardiest fruit plants and these 
should be pruned first. If there 
are many trees, work on the 


older ones first as they can 
withstand more cutting and 
cold. 

Grapes are nearly as hardy as 
apples and pears and can be 
pruned early. However, pruning 
late when the sap is flowing and 
“bleeding”’ occurs, doesn’t hurt 
the plant. But prune before the 
buds swell to prevent tearing off 
the young buds and shoots. 

The stone fruits — peaches, 
cherries, plums and apricots — 
may be pruned now, but early 
March is better from the 
standpoint of possible cold 
injury. 

At that time, fruit bud sur- 
vival can be determined, and 
pruning can be based somewhat 
on crop prospects. 

Many commercial peach 
growers wait until trees are 
blooming, but it takes a lot of 
intestirial fortitude to cut off 
blooming branches. 

Brambles (blackberries and 
raspberries) are ideally pruned 
after the last chance of cold 
injury is past and when it’s easy 
to determine the amount of 
winter injury incurred. This is 
when buds start to break. 

However, on large plantings, 
this is impractical due to the 
amount of work involved. And, 
since it’s best to wear heavy, 
briar-proof- clothing when 
vorlae, you may want to prune 
while it’s ‘still’ cool. March 
should meet these 
requirements. 

This is not to say that pruning 
already done is wrong. It has 
been a fairly cold winter, but 
only slight cold injury to plants 
or peach buds is visible at this 
time. 

In future years, however, it 
might be best to wait for the 
later and safer periods, such as 
late February and March.

Almost since he can 
remember, Harry Monti has 
been’hanging upside down 
and, the higher the better. 

Not content with being 
suspended above ordinary 
folks, wrongside up, Monti 
prefers to be strapped securely 
inside a canvas straightjacket 
while in that position and then 
extricate himself to the 
amazement of the open 
mouthed onlookers. 

He’s done the trick from 
many different heights, in- 
cluding at the top-of an aerial 
fire truck. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 28, Harry 
Monti will perform his 
noteworthy act suspended from 
the high roof inside Memorial 
Gymnasium at Granite ‘City 
High School South. 

His skillful exploit will take 
place during the spectacular 
halftime show at the Officer 
Friendly benefjt_basketball 
game, starting at 8 p.m., 
featuring the Granite City 
Police-Firemen All Stars and 
the Big Red All Stars of the St. 
Louis Football Cardinals. 

Tickets for the contest, to 
benefit the Officer Friendly 
Athletic Fund, cost $2 each for 
each adult or one also will admit 
two children, under 12. 

They are available at Granite 
City police headquarters, all 
three fire stations in Granite 
City and the Madison County 
Federal Savings and Loan, 3600 
Nameoki Road, co-sponsors of 
the game. Tickets also may be 
purchased at the gate. 

As a magician, Harry Monti 
has made a specialty of 
escapes. In addition to 
struggling out of straight- 
jackets, he has escaped from 
handcuffs, from tightly knotted 
ropes, from wooden crates and, 
duplicating a favorite exploit of 
Harry Houndini's, from a 
padlocked milk can filled with 
water. 

He has dangled from trees, 
fire trucks and rooftops and 
escaped from more handcuffs 
than one can imagine. His 
collection of cuffs, including 
many unusual ones, now 
numbers more than 200 pairs. 

Monti’s. skill is attested to by 
the fact he has been asked to 
perform at the Magic Castle,.a 
Hollywood key club and 
restaurant open only to 
members and magicians. 

He has spent many vacations 
there, performing -closeup 
magic for such Hollywood 
personalities as Tony Curtis, 
Elsa Lancaster and Rock 
Hudson. 

His escapades have led to 


more than one, close ,call with’ 


the final curtain to his bold 
achievements. 

In 1965. when attempting to 
escape, while dangling from a 
fire department ladder in East 
St. Louis, he ran afoul of a new 


"fhe rope began to unravel as 
soon as. sis weight hit it, sending 
him spinning around and 
around. Af the same time, the 
rope tightened around his 
ankles. ‘cul off circulation. 

As his feet lost their feeling, 


they relaxed and the rope began 
to slip off. He twisted out of the 
straightjacket just in time to 
grab the rope with his hands, 

Monti had another brush with 
near disaster while practicing 
the milk can escape routine at 
home, alone. He decided to try 
the trick upside down in a can 
filled with water, after suc- 
cessfully escaping from an 
unfilled can, 

To his dismay, Monti found he 
was too bouyant to force his feet 
to the bottom. of the 55-gallon 
can and he was stuck upside 
down and rapidly running out of 
breath. 

“I started bouncing up and 
down on my arms and finally, I 
got high enough to get my thighs 
over the edge and could wiggle 
out,” the magician said. 

Monti has been interested in 
the art of trickery since the age 
of 8 and at 13 years old, he 
became entranced with the 
feats pf Houdini, But, he also 
has other accomplishments in 
his life. 

He is, or has been, a speed 
skating champion, an ac- 
complished gymnast, a trapeze 


performer, circus buff and 
amateur photographer. He also 
is employed as.a supervisor in 
the export department of a 
medical publishing firm in St. 
Louis. 

His first love in magic, 
however, is not escape work, 
but slight of hand and he is 
known as an outstanding close- 
up performer in the supper club 
manner. 

At the Officer Friendly 
benefit game, Monti will ask 
someone in the audience, or 
among the players, to tape 
tightly his thumbs, then tie 
together his hands. 

At ‘this (point, he will be 
thrown several large silver 
rings which will pass “through” 
the tightly taped thumbs and 
bound hands to loop over one 
arm 

“It’s’ mind-boggling how he 
does it,” one observer noted 
after seeing Monti perform the 
trick. 

Officer Friendly Fred Hoff- 
man said Monti is expected to 
bring along his extensive 
display of handcuffs to the 
benefit game, Feb. 28.

‘Consistent stand by police, state’s attorney on bet office 


It is hard to develop much sympathy for 
the Finish Line Express’ operators in 
Granite City and Venice, whose efforts to 
transact daily business are being stymied 
by the resolute stand of police and State's 
Attorney Nicholas Byron. 

Some may believe that such offices for 
the acceptance of horse race bets provide 
a public service, and are at least 


temporarily legal due sto a loophole that 
Chicago area courts are taking forever.to 
rule upon. . 

But the offices appear to-serve little or 
no, constructive purpose, and there is 
concern statewide that.bet messenger 
services could reduce attendance at horse 
race tracks, curtailing considerable 
revenue to the state government. 


: On top of current weather, new ice age is being predicted 


Press-Record Washington Bureau — 
The severity of the national storm that 
buried the Midwest and most of the 
northern United States has been 
dramatized by the ordeal of’a trucker who 
was trapped for five days in the cab of his 
tractor-trailer by snowdrifts in Ohio; more 
than a hundred persons died, whole 
regions were paralyzed, and economic 
losses are said to be in the billions of 
dollars. 

The winter of 1976-77 was thought to be 
a freak for the books because of its 
severity. But, already, it has lost top billing 
to this latest blizzard. 

With records being broken in 
succeeding years, there is talk about a new 
ice age, as though mankind didn’t have 
enough to worry about already. 

Indeed, scientists warn that such 
speculation is not idle. An article on, this 
subject in the January issue of Smithsonian 
magazine entitled “Head South with All 


Deliberate Speed...” describes new 
findings indicating “there is, no doubt 
about the general trend (toward colder 
weather). 

“After climbing out of the freezer about 
10,000 years ago, the Earth went through a 
‘climatic optimum’ about 3000 to 4000 B.C. 
and then began its descent into the next 
glaciation...” 

In recent years, the cooling trend seems 
to have accelerated, with shorter growing 
seasons in northern areas, and the more 
severe winters we are now experiencing. 

To cushion the prediction of a much 
colder world for the next 60,000 years, 
scientists remind us that the drastic 
fluctuation in climate associated with ice 
ages “markedly influenced the evolution of 
our ancestors.” 

Most of us would be willing to forego 
further evolution, if it depends on another 
ice age. Besides, our shivering ancestors 
didn’t have to pay today’s heating bills. 


Observation satellites vital to the security of this nation 


Press-Record Washington Bureau — 
Fragments being dug out of the ice and 
snow in northern Canada are all that 
remain of the Cosmos 954 satellite, but its 
fiery plunge into the atmosphere may light 
up the international stage well into the 
future. 

The Russians are in no position to ignore 
President Carter's call for some kind of 
assufance that satellites carrying 
radioactive material employ a fail-safe 
technology to prevent the kind of incident 
the world just experienced. 

It was luck alone that radioactive debris 
from the defective satellite landed in a 
remote part of Canada and not in a more 
populated area. 

Both the United States and the Soviet 
Union have sent small nuclear reactors 
into space to serve as sources of electric 
power, in satellites or on vehicles designed 
to transmit scientific data from the moon. 

There “are procedures to prevent re- 
entry on those reactots into the earth's 
atmosphere in a way that would release 
radioactivity. Whatever procedure the 
Russians may have been relying on, it 
obviously didn’t work. 

As Mr. Carter says, if there is no fail-safe 
technology to prevent this kind of 
accident, then there should be a ban on 
sending satellites into Earth orbit carrying 
potentially dangerous nuclear material. 

But in advancing this idea for a new kind 
of cooperation or agreement on space 
technolgy, Mr.. Carter has touched a 
Sensitive nerve — sensitive not just for the 
Russians but for our own military space 
Program. 

Cosmos 954. was. a ‘military satellite 
designed to track shipping and naval 

~ Movements om the seas passing under it. 

It apparently carried a nuclear power 
unit, becalise its radar required more 
electricity than could be. generated by 


+ 


solar cells, the power source for most 
scientific satellites. 

To suggest an exchange: of technology 
on satellite power sources, or an 
agreement banning nuclear power in 
earth-orbiting satellites, opens the door on 
an area of space technology that both the 
Soviet Union and the U.S. might prefer to 
keep closed. 

Each relies on observation satellites to 
keep track of the other's military activities. 

These satellites are a seldom-mentioned 
factor in strategic arms limitation 
agreements. 

We rely on our satellites to monitor 
Soviet missile deployments and weapons 
tests. They could detect the launching and 
trajectory of missiles if there were nuclear 
war. 

Within the last few years, word has 
surfaced that the Russians are testing 
weapons designed to blind or destroy our 
observation satellites — a potentially 
destabilizing factor in SALT agreements 
and our deterrent strategy. . . 

Last April, Mr. Carter proposed that the 
United States and Soviet Union discuss “a 
commitment not to destroy one another's 
satellite observation posts.” 

Cosmos 954 has done more than 
embarrass the Kremlin and give the rest of 
the world a scare. It has pulled back the 
*veil on a neglected area of the “arms race.” 

Whatever comes of Mr. Carter's 
proposals, Congress should assure that the 
current program to reduce . the 
vulnerability of U.S. observation satellites 
and to develop our own anti-satellite 
capability is adequately funded. 

Even as the Cosmos satellite crash alerts 
us to the danger of orbiting nuclear 
reactors, .it also warns us that the 
unblinking vigilance of our observation 
satellites is as vital to our, security as our

SP! ‘FIELD — Where 
tes gone wrong? 
“at's: the question being 
asked these days by 
supporters of the 
contrdversial Equal Rights 
Amendment (ERA) to the 
U.S. Constitution. 

‘Why single out Illinois? 

Because Illinois is the only 
state outside the South and 
the Far West which has failed 
to ratify ERA, designed to 
elevate. American women 
oncesand for all to equal 
status with men. . 

Look at.any map showing 
the states which ratified ERA 
and those. which have not. 
Illinois. sticks out like a sore 
thumb: We are the only non- 
ERA state north of the old 
Confederate border. 

All the heavyweights of the 
forth — New “York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Michigan — have long cast 
their lot with ERA. The West 
Coast giant, California, is in 
the fold and so are the 
prosperous, ~ progressive 
states of “the Northwest, 
Washington and Oregon. 


Back in the Midwest, even 
conservative Indiana is on 
the line for ERA as is 
neighboring border state 
Kentucky. But Ilinois claps 
to Missouri to form with it, 


Arkansas and Oklahoma, a 
northward and westward 
extension of the Solid South 
bulwark against ERA. 
Outside of that modern 
political Confederacy with 
the Midwest salient, the only 
pocket of resistance 
remaining to ERA is the 
desert conclave of Utah, 
Arizona and Nevada. 


It has been a constant 
source of embarrassment 
to President Jimmy Carter 
that his Southern 
constituency has stayed so 
persistently and so strongly 
opposed to ERA. 

Of the 15 states which have 
so far failed to ratify ERA, 
eight are from the South. In 
addition to Mr. Carter's. own 
Georgia, they include 
Alabama, Flori:'a, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, No th Carolina, 
South Carolina i nd Virginia. 

The votes of three more 
states are needed to ratify 
ERA. and hopes of an 
extension beyond the March 


2, 1979, deadline are fading, 

‘Despite some continuing 
efforts by the Carter people, 
any hope that the Solid South 
will change its ways to 
accommodate its first 
President has virtually been 
abandoned. 

It is still considered a long- 
range possibility that an 
Illinois vote for ratification 
might conceivably influence 
one or two of the more 
Northern or Western states, 
or perhaps even Florida, to 
swing to ERA. But this, too, is 
now increasingly doubtful. 


A year or so ago it was 
possible that a favorable vote 
by Illinois might have 
launched a momentum that 
would have resulted in early 
national adoption of ERA and 
an end to the long 
controversy. 

But the holdout by the 
bellwether of the North 
solidified the resistance of the 
South and thus ERA still 
simmers on the back-burner, 

What are the prospects of 
Dlinois still riding to the 
rescue of ERA? Not very 
bright. 

Efforts at the November 
session to bring the proposal 
up to a vote on the House floor 
had to be abandoned when.its 
chief sponsor, Rep. Alan 
Greiman, D-Skokie, couldn’t 
come up_ with enough 
members on the floor for a 
majority. 

The failure of ERA to clear 
the House at the falk session 
in itself represented a new 
retreat. For ERA had fared 
well in the House in the past. 
It was approved there by a 
vote of 95 to 72 in 1973 and by 
113 to 62 in 1975. 

But the Senate has and 
remains a_ solid block of 
opposition. Nor is there any 
prospect of immediate 
change. 

On the face of things, ERA 
should be in pretty’ good 
shape in Illinois. The state’s 
top political personalities are 
all on the record as favoring 
it. 

It has been indorsed by 
Republican Gov. James R. 
Thompson and his 
Democratic opponent in this 
year's election, Democrat 
Michael J. Bakalis, has taken 
a strong stand for it. 

In Chicago, Mayor Richard 
Bilandic has given the 
proposal his support. 


High salary for 
part-time work 


SPRINGFIELD — The 
incredible portion of the 
compromise on the new state 
Board of Elections involves 
the salaries paid to the board 
members. , 


The new law establishes the 
salaries at $25,000 for the 
chairman, $20,000 for the vice 
chairman and $15,000 for 
each of the six board 
members. 


The ‘positions, of course, 
are part-time. They meet 
twice a month or so to make 
decisions. and establish 
policy. 

The day-to-day 
administration of the election 
process is the responsibility 
of the executive director. The 
law provides that person can 
be paid up to $44,000 annually. 

One of the criticisms of the 
current board was that the 
four members were paid such 
a high salary ($20,000 and 
above) for part-time work. 

To justify their salaries, 
they often poked their noses 
into areas best left to the 
executive director. 

‘The’ $135,000 appropriation 
for salaries for the eight 
members is surpassed only 
by the [linois Commerce 
Commission -the 
Pollution Control Board. 

The five members of the 
ICC are paid a_ total of 
$167,000 to regulate the utility 
industry and the five 
members of the pollution 
board are paid $155,000 to rule 
on environmental matters. If 
not full-time work, it is close 
to it. — 

With all due respect to the 
Elections Board, virtually no- 
ohe wotild consider those 


the Elections Board to pay 
such high salaries, of course. 
There were attempts to limit 
the pay to only per diem, such 
as $100 per meeting. 

Although not everyone is 
satisfied with the final 
version, they are at least glad 
the long stalemate has been 
settled. 

The attitude of most 
political observers is that the 
final version of the law more 
closely resembles the 
legislative version than Gov. 
James Thompson’s version. 

Thompson did not want a 
constitutional officer other 
than the governor involved in 
the appointing process 
because it would interfere 
with the powers of the 
governor. i 

‘The final version, though, 
requires recommendations 
for board members from the 
highest-ranking constitu- 
tional officer of the political 
party opposite the governor. 
In this case Secretary of State 
Alan Dixon will make recom- 
mendations on behalf of the 
Democratic Party. 

The new law also prohibits 
persons who hold offices in 
political parties from serving 
on the 5

Regulatory overkill is increasing 


To the Editor: 

Five days a-week, each week 
of every. year, e federal 
government prints and 
distributes a publication called 
the “Federal Register.” 

This publication is the official 
notice for all of the proposed 
regulations, notices of 
regulatory actions, changes in 
regulations, _ and final 
regulations as adopted by the 
various agencies of the federal 
government. 

Just 15 years ago — in 1963 — 
the total output of the ‘Federal 
Register’ was. about 15,000 
pages. 

This past year — during 1977 
— ‘the ‘Federal Register’ 
published 65,000 pages of 
regulations — more than four 
times yas much as 15 years 
before.

American “Farm. Bureau 
President Allan Grant called 
attention to that gargantuan 
growth in the . farm 
organization’s recent’ ariiual 


regulatory 
increase: by having two stacks 
of the ‘Federal Register’ piled 
up on the stage. The 1963 stack 
of 15,000 pages came up to just 
above a man’s knee, while the 
1977 stack of 65,000 pages 
towered over the head of a tall 
man, - 

That, said Grant, is a 
dramatic and actual illustration 
of how the regulatory disease 
spreads in this country. And, 
he said, we should remember 
two important things: 

One is that every state and 


many municipalities have 


regulatory powers and issue 
volumes of regulations that far 
exceed the total federal output. 
Secondly, it should be 
remembered that Congress, 
state legislatures and municipal 
bodies are to blame. They are, 
said Grant, responsible for 
tory overkill.» > 
Obviously, regulations are 
essential to gt government. 
But itis also the responsibility 
of good government to evaluate 
and police the regulatory 
agencies — to regulate the 
regulators, so to speak; for the 
protection of those being 
regulated.

County, for state treasurer. 

Although Mullen won Cook 
County, Page carried 
Downstate and won the 
nomination 267,307 to 236,441. 

A geographical split also 
occurred in 1970 when 
chicago businessman 
William Rentschler 
challenged the late U.S. Sen. 
Ralph Smith of Alton. 

Smith: carried both Cook 
County and Downstate and 
won 515,054 to 235,571. 

In 1968, Ogilvie was able to 
defeat Altorfer by runing up a 
huge plurality in Cook 
Count 


Ogilvie was well known in 
Cook County by virtue .of 
being sheriff and county 
board président. He won Cook 
hy a vote of 163,332 to 65,698. 

Altorfer carried Downstate 
223,206 to 172,395, but still lost 
the nomination by 37,000 
votes. 


In addition, there were. two 
other candidates in. that 
primary. Former Gov. 
William Stratton received 
50,041 votes in a comeback 
bid (most from Downstate) 
and S. Thomas Sutton 
received 31,925 votes. 

= Although Cook County won 
the gubernatorial 
nomination, two Downstaters 
defeated Cook 


opponents in the 
primary. 

Don ‘Carpentier of East 
Moline Whipped Brian Duff of 
Wilmette, Cook County, 
502,497 to 153,017, for the 
nomination for secretary of 
state. 

In the race for auditor that 
year, a Cook County resident 
challenged two Downstaters, 
but a Downstate still won the 
nomination. William Harris 
of Pontiac received. 272,742 
votes; Terrel Clarke of 
Western Springs, Cook 
County, received 183,855; and 
Wes Olsen of Quincy received 
132,932. 

In all of these contests, of 
course, there were factors 
other than geography. 


O'Neal and Page defeated 
women, and for some reason 
females have not been very 
successful in Llinois politics, 
Smith was an incumbent 
when he defeated Rentschler.

Lincoln heritage trail offers spring diversions 


Towns along the Lincoln 
Heritage Trail are gearing up to 
welcome the winter-weary 
visitors who will soon come ... 
as surely as the first breath of 
spring ... to follow Mr. Lon- 
coln’s footsteps through the 
land he knew and loved. 

The 2,200-mile marked route 
that meanders along the high- 
ways and byways of Kentucky, 
Indiana and Illinois offers a 
potpourri of spring and summer 
pleasures ,.. festivals and fairs, 
races, theater under the stars, 
trails to hike and antiques to 
discover. 

Visitors’ tastes range from 
down-home cookin’: to gourmet 
dining, from big city pleasures 
to small town treasures. 

State parks along the route 
become havens for tent and 
trailer enthusiasts, providing a 
wealth of outdoor recreational 
opportunities along with 
electrical hook-ups and hot 
showers. 

The Lincoln Day Celebration 
in Hodgenville, Ky., in early 
February traditionally gives 
“railsplitters” the first chance 
to flex their muscles as they vie 
for top honors at this annual 
event that honors Kentucky’s 
favorite son, 

‘As the days become longer 
and warmer, these men will 
demonstrate their prowess 
again and again at festivals 
along the Trail. 

But it all begins in Hodgen- 
ville, just a few miles from the 
site where Abraham Lincoln 
was born at Sinking Spring 
Farm, now known as the Lin- 
coln Birthplace National 
Historic Site. 

When Abraham Lincoln, 
grandfather of the President, 
was killed by “Indians, his 
widow, Bathsheba, moved to 
Washington County, Ky., with 
her five young sons. 

At. the Lincoln Homestead 
State Shriné, near Springfield, 
Ky., is a replica of the cabin in 
which they lived. 

Some of the furniture in the 
cabin was built by President 
Lincoln's father, Thomas. The 
site is open from May through 
September, but play on’ the 
adjacent golf course goes on 
year ’round. 

At Elizabethtown, designated 
1977 Lincoln Heritage Trail City 
of the Year in Kentucky, the 
Sunday afternoon yacht races 
at Freeman Lake start in April. 
The Lincoln Heritage House 
which Thomas helped construct 
opens to the public in June. 

Louisville, the largest city on 
the entire Trail, hosts the 104th 
“Run for the Roses” May 6. 

During the Kentucky Derby 
Festival which starts the 
preceding week, it’s a “mad, 


mad world” as balloons race~ 


through the clouds and 
steamboats race through the 
water. The traditional Pegasus 
Parade is on May 4. 

The new Kentucky Horse 

Park near Lexington is ex- 

ted to be one of the most 
Eepular attractions along the 
Trail this year. The park was 
built to honor all the work and 
pleasure horses which are such 
a rich part of Kentucky's 
heritage. 

‘Visitors can tour the grounds 
via horse-drawn carriage or 
stroll through the lush 
bluegrass to the Visitor Center, 
museum, restaurant, several 
tracks, the polo field and the 
themorial to Man O’War. 

At the Living Historical 
Farm, -part- of the Lincoln 
.Boyhood National Memorial 
near Lincoln City, Ind., spring 
planting gets. under way about 
mid-April, The sights, the 
sounds, the smells of an Indiana 
“‘pioneer”’ farm Surround one as. 
costumed “‘pioneers’ plant and 
cultivate the crops, tend the 
livestock, and perform the 101 
daily chores that were. all part 
‘of the way of life when Lincoln 
‘was a lad. 

The farm is located a pleasant 
half-mile stroll along a natural

trail that connects it with the 
Memorial Visitor Center and 
the grave of Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln. 

On Memorial Day weekend, 
“soldiers” and ‘‘camp- 
followers” will take over the 
grounds of the George Rogers 
Clark National Historical Park 
at Vincennes, Ind. 

They will be joined by 
French-costumed ‘“voyageurs, 
arriving by canoe to instruct in 
trapping, fur trading and canoe 
construction. 

It’s all part of Vincennes’ 
“Banks of the ‘Wabash 
Festival” staged in tribute to 
the small band of soldiers who 
fought beside George Rogers 
Clark to capture Ft. Sackville in 
1779. 

The Hoosier State also will 
welcome visitors to the Inter- 
national Speed Classic, the 
“500” race at the Indianapolis 
Speedway, May 28. The track 
opens for practice runs May 6. 

The 1977 Indiana Lincoln 
Heritage Trail City of the Year 
is New Harmony, home of the 
Golden Raintree, 

The city was founded in 1814 
by Father Rapp’s Harmonist 
Society, which carved a 
uniquely civilized and 
prosperous town out of the 
wilderness of the Indiana 
Territory. 

In 1825, the town was sold to a 
Welsh-born industrialist and 
social reformer, Robert Owen, 
who undertook an ambitious 
Utopian experiment which 
brought together emminent 
naturalists and educators. 

A tour of Historic New 
Harmony today takes visitors 
through exhibition buildings 
that capture and capsulize the 
total New Harmony experience. 
Programs, concerts and theater 
productions occur frequently as 
part of the town’s on-going 
cultural program. 

From mid-February through 
March 5, it’s “Maple. Syrup 
Time” at the Lincoln Memorial 


Garden and Nature Center in 
Springfield, 1. 

Visitors can watch the entire 
process from tree selection and 
tapping to the making of the 
syrup before making the rounds 
of the many other Lincoln sites 
in the city. 

The Visitors Center at the 
Abraham Lincoln Home 
National Historic District, 
Eighth and Jackson St., is one 
place to begin. 

The only home Mr. Lincoln 
ever owned is just a hundred 
feet or so away, an 1839 frame 
house furnished as. in the mid- 
1800s. 

Young Tad’s toys are scat- 
tered on the floor and Mr. 
Lincoln's stovepipe hat hangs in 
the downstairs hall 

Across the street, featuring 
equipment as modern as 
tomorrow along with some 
unique examples of by-gone 
_ telephones and switchboards, is 
“IMinois Bell’s Oliver P. Parks 
Telephone Museum. 

During the summer months, a 
sound and light show at the Old 
State Capitol recreates the 
Lincoln era through modern 
technology. The Old Capitol, 
however, is open year ’round. 

Considered an outstanding 
restoration, it appears for all 
the world that the legislators 
who once roamed its halls will 
return at any second to take up 
the affairs of state. 

‘The Lincoln Depot Museum, 
the Lincoln-Herndon . Building 
where-Lincoln and his partner, 
Logan, had their law offices, 
and the ‘Lincoln Tomb at Oak 
Ridge Cemetery are but a few of 
the many historic places that 
draw thousands. to Illinois’ 
capitol each spring. 

The 23 buildings at New 
Salem State Park, 20 miles 
northwest of Springfield, depict 
the town where Lincoln once 
lived and worked and dreamed 
his dreams of greatness. 

Occasionally, pioneer 
festivals are staged at the

At Vandalia, the white- 
pillared Old State House, where 
Lincoln began his political 
career as an Illinois state 
representative, has been faith- 
fully restored to past splendor. 

Vandalia’s historic heritage is 
celebrated in June on the State 
House grounds during the 
“Grand Levee,” a colorful and 
exciting mix of old-fashioned 
music, costumes, food and 
crafts. 

If antiques intrigue you, the 
place to be on March 11 is 
Peoria, for the 20th annual 
Mennonite Relief Sale. Staged 
at Expo Gardens, it’s one of the 
largest flea-market auctions in 
the country. 

Peoria, on an alternate 
branch of the Lincoln Heritage 
Trail in Ilinois, was acclaimed 
the 1977 Lincoln Heritage Trail 
City of the Year for its efforts to 
make the city a more attractive 
tourist destination through 
preservation and program 
ming 

In 1854, Abraham Lincoln, a 
Whig lawyer, from Springfield, 
and Senator Stephen A. Douglas 
debated the slavery issue in 
Peoria. 

Today, outdoor concerts and 
art fairs are held midst the 
fountains and gardens on the 
Peoria Courthouse lawn, where 
it is thought that debate took 
place. 

The Lincoln Heritage Trail is 
a sampling of things to see, to 
do, to enjoy.

One firm, Midwest Oppor- 
tunities, McLean, Ill., was 
operated by Donald L. 
Holzhauer and Jeanne A. 
Holzhauer, of McLean. The 
other, Midwest Opportunities, 
of Pittsburg, Ill., was operated 
by David H. Moake and Luann 
Moake of Pittsburg. 

When readers responded to 
the ads, they were induced by 
mail to send in $5 for more in- 
formation. They then were 
advised, in effect, to make 
money by running ads them- 
selves, reading ‘Earn $250-$500- 
Thousand Stuffing Envelopes.” 

Scott’s consumer protection 
staff said that, in effect, the 
firms were soliciting to set up 
“a daisy chain of deception.” 
The two firms. involved are 
refunding all money involved to 
their clients and have agreed to 
stop operations, Scott said. . 

Scott also advised that any 
Illinois resident who responded 
to an ‘envelope stuffing ad” 
offered by a firm called

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Earned income credit for. 
some federal taxpayers 


Working parents who earned 
less than $8,000 last year-again 
may be eligible for payments of 
up to $400 from the government, 
Ira S. Loeb, IRS District 
Director for central and 
southern Illinois, said today. 

To qualify for Earned Income 
Credit, persons must have had 
an adjusted gross income or 
earned income of less than 
$8,000 in 1977 and must have 
maintained a household for the 
entire year for their child who 
was under 19, a full-time 
student or a disabled depen- 
dent. 

For eligible persons, the 
credit is 10 percent of the first 
$4,000 of earned income, with a 
maximum credit of $400. The 
credit is reduced by one dollar 
for each $10 of earned or ad- 
justed gross income over $4,000, 
Phasing out completely at’ the 
$8,000 income mark. 


The crédit can be used to 


reduce income taxes owed or 
can be received as a refund 


- where there is no tax liability. 


Eligible persons can qualify 
for Earned Income Credit even 
though they may have paid in no 
income tax during the year, but 
the IRS stressed that they must 
file a 1977 federal income tax 
return to get it. 

The IRS automatically will 
compute the credit for tax- 
payers. Eligible Form 1040 
filers must write ““EJC” and the 
name of the qualifying child on 
line 57 of the return. Taxpayers 
who file form 1040A need only 
write the name of the qualifying 
child on line 10. 

Publication 596, ‘Tax Benefit 
for Low-Income Individuals,” 
contains details on Earned 
Income Credit and is available 
free at IRS offices.

Send tax return to 
the proper agency 


An income tax return sent to 
the wrong tax collecting agency 
can cause lengthy delays in tax 
refunds and in getting a tax- 
payer’s account cleared, ac- 
cording to the state revenue 
department. 

Revenue officers say that 
hundreds of taxpayers each 
year send their federal income 
tax return to the state revenue 
department and their state 
return to the federal Internal 
Revenue Service. 

“Both the IRS and the 
revenue department will for- 
ward these mis-filed returns to 
the right agency,” said Gary 
Ey, income tax processing 
manager, “but this can add 
weeks to the time it takes to 
process a return. 

“If the mistake occurs toward 
the end of the filing season and 
we don't get the state return 
until after the filing deadline — 
April 17 this year — a taxpayer 
could be assessed a late-filing 
penalty.” 

Ey suggested these other 
reviews to insure accurate 
filing:

SIUE Dental School 


re-accredited; plans 
studied for expansion : 


Future developments on the 
Alton Campus of Southern 
Mlinois University at Edward- 
sville’s’ School of Dental 
Medicine were discussed by Dr. 
Kenneth A. Shaw, president of 
the university, in an address to 
members of the Alton Women’s 
Council, late last week. 

Citing recent developments at 
the School of Dental Medicine, 
President Shaw told members 
of the council the school 
received notice that it again has 
been accredited -by the Com- 
mission on Accreditation of 
Dental and Dental Auxiliary 
Educational Programs of the 
American Dental Association 
(ADA). 

“The re-accreditation is an 
affirmation at the highest 
professional level of the quality 
of our performance,” the 
president said. 

Another major development 
at the school is the approval this 
week by the Board of Higher 
Education for a change in the 
Doctor of Dental’ Medicine 
Degree program from three to 
four years, Shaw said. The 
change will be initiated with the 
class entering school this fall, 

The university president 
pointed out that modification of 
the instructional program will 
increase the number of hours 
taken by the students, thus 


Workshop

It 
allows statewide meetings 
without the participants having 
to travel.

improving the quality of their 
academic performance. 

In discussing the future 
development of the school’s 
physical plant, Shaw said, the 
university administration has 
three options under con- 
sideration. One option would 
entail renovating the existing 
facilities extensively and 
constructing an additional 
building. A second. option calls 
for razing the present facilities 
and rebuilding on the- same 
location. 

A third option would be to 
relocate the School of Dental 
Medicine on the Edwardsville 
campus. 

Shaw pointed out that the 
ultimate decision would hinge 
on three considerations. The 
choice will depend on the 
amount of money available, the 
character of the ‘school’s 
programmatic offerings and the 
best environment for them. 

‘The impact any change in the 
school’s physical facilities 
would have on the Alton com- 
munity would also be taken into 
serious consideration, the 
president said. 

Looking at’ higher education 
in general, Shaw said, ‘‘Not so 
long ago, it was fashionable to 
downgrade the value of 
education—to complain very 
loudly about some fundamental 
failure on the part of the system 
to deal with basic needs of the 
students who were being sent 
out into the world, unprepared 
to meet its most essential 
demands.”” 

The university administrator 
feels the mood is now more 
optimistic. ‘But if school is 
going to continue to be wor- 
thwhile, we have to be aware of 
some powerful trends that will 
drastically alter our views of 
what higher education is meant 
to accomplish,” Shaw said. 

According to the president, 
the four dynamic forces 
currently at work shaping the 
future of education are con- 
tinuing education for adults, 
accountability, innovation from 
within, and an emphasis on the 
basic skills. 

Whatever the future brings, 
Shaw said he believes SIUE will 
be prepared to handle it. ‘When 
the future comes, we will be 
ready for it," he said.

lron Institute assails record 
imports of steel during 1977 


Steel imports surged to a 
record 19,307,000 tons in 1977, 
accounting for 17.8 percent of 
the nation’s total demestic steel 
supply, according to data 
released by the American Iron 
and Steel Institute. The 
previous record year was 1971 
when 18.3 million tons of foreign 
steel were imported. 

December's foreign steel 
shipments into this country 
totaled 2,086,000 tohs—the 
highest one-month total of the 
year. Imports accounted for 
23.3 percent of the month's 
apparent steel supply. 

The main reason for the end- 
of-the-year surge was ship- 
merits from the European 
Economic Community, which 
reached 970,000 tons in 
December—the highest one- 
month total during 1977. For the 
year as a whole, imports from 
the EEC more than doubled, 
reaching 6,833,000 tons, com- 

red to 3,188,000 tons in 1976. 

japan, however, remained 
the largest supplier of imported 
steel to the United States. The 
Japanese shipped 7,820,000 tons 
of steel into the U.S. last year. 

In the last six months of 1977, 
total steel imports reached 11.3 
million tons or 20.7 percent of 
the nation’s total apparent steel 
supply for that period. 

“Steel imports of that 
magnitude are jntolerable,”’ 
said Edgar B. Speer, chairman 
of the American Iron and Steel 
Institute, 

“They jeopardize our 
domestic steel industry and 
with it the American economy.” 

He noted that 68,000 American 
steelworkers had been declared 
eligible for federal trade ad- 
justment assistance as a result 
of job loss due directly to im- 
ports. 

“As in past years,” he added, 
“imports took virtually all the 
growth in our domestic steel 
market. This could not have 
happened if our government 
had done its duty and enforced 
the anti-dumping and other 
trade laws put on the books to 
halt unfair trade practices.” 

Speer, who also is chairman 
of the United States Steel 
Corporation, noted that the 
volume of European steel 
imports ‘“‘underscores the fact 
that despite public and official 
concern in the United States 
over the economic crisis facing 
our domestic, steel industry, 
many foreign steel producers 
still seem to feel they can

continue dumping their excess 
production in our market.” 

He pointed out that the EEC 
nations recently instituted a 
system of reference prices for 
their steel imports similar to 
the system which will soon go 
into effect in this country, and 
violators already are being 
cited. He also noted that the 
Common Market currently is 
negotiating a series of 
agreements with various non- 
EEC nations aimed at 
restricting steel imports. 

Speer said that the large 
increase in steel imports into 


this country in the second half 
of the year was not justified by 
U.S. market demand. “I can 
only believe that some foreign 
producers were trying to dump 
as much steel in our market ds 
they could before the Treasury 
Department's plan for 
monitoring dumping went into 
effect,” he asserted. 

“This is the purest kind of 
predatory marketing practice— 
something from which 
American steelmakers and 
their workers have suffered for 
entirely too long,” Speer said.
